To Dr. J. Walter I'ewkes, chief 


Of the'-Bureau of American EtKnol-" 
ogy, goes much of the credit for 
the work of exhuming evidences of 
the cliff dweller, and to E D. Os- 
born of Deming, New Mexico, goes 
the honor of. making the first dis- 
covery of nieht lifp in the davs of 
the prehistoric man. 


During the- last few years Osborn 


• has from time to time sent to the 
bureau many unique photographs 
of moituafy bowls, some of which 
are decorated with well-made pic- 
tures showing hitherto unknown- 
features of prehistoric life in the 
Mimbres Valley 
in New Mexico. 


Some of these specimens are the 
most instructive yet found. 


One of these pictures represents 
a prehistoric game known as "stick 
dice." The picture shows the play- 


• ers seated around a rectangular en- 
closure playing the game with 
"canes" or dice. 
Trie stakes are 


arrows, shown in a receptable de- 
posited above the picture. 
' Looking at this picture one can 
almost imagine "father" squatting 
there urging Lady Luck to see him 
through and calling in prehistoric 
gutferals for his favorite, seven. 
One can see him leaping up in glee 


to the ivory cubes now comrnonlj 
used. It is evident that they were 
"rolled" in thosp dnvs with sticks. 
" With such concrete evidence aa 
this exhumed by Osborn it requires 
no great stretch of the imagination 
to picture father and the boys en- 
joying the prehistoric 
version of 


Kelly pool or even perhaps the put 
and take game. There Is nothing 
to show that cards were in use at 
that time. Stone cards would be 
difficult to hold. 


The other pictures found by Os- 


born are equally interesting to the 
student of prehistoric affairs. The 
food" bowl picture apparently rep- 
resents a hunter snarmg birds. He 
carries^ three nooses m his hand, 
and in three of the snares that are 
set are birds. On the opposite side 
of the bowl are two other birfls, 
that, possibly have been captured 
earlier.

A .negative picture 
ts common on -ware from the Casa 
Grandes in Mexico atid is peculiar 
to the inland foasrn in which the 
Mimbres lies. 
That the lost people 01 southern 


New Mexico had reached a very 
high stage of ceramic decoration is 
apparent from a study of more 
than a JmndrfltL^decoratipna, real- 
istl;. conventions.! and geometrical, 
taken from Mimbres pottery. There 
is evidence that thte-arfwas influ-., 
enced some what from obtside, but 


mainly developed 
where it was 


found. 


It is one of several localized cul- 
ture areas related to but not nec- 
eesanly belonging 
to the pueblo 


•with which it has affinity. 
It is 


roost closely affiliated' with that of 
the Casas Grandes and the south- 
ern plateau in which, it lies. The 
environment of this.plateau is Mex- 
ican climatically spooking, and the 
culture will probably correspond. 
There is this to be.said in favor 


of the pottery unearthed by Os- 
born, however, it is superior to th« 
Gasa Grandes and other prehistouc 
Indian pottery in variety and the 
accuracy with which human and 
animal figures are drawn. Several 
of the animal figures are fantastic 
to this generation but may have 
represented •actualities, in the pre- 
historic days. 


For instance, there is toitnd on 


one of the -pieces of pottery in the 
Osborn collection the body of an 
animal .that ia serpentine in figure 
but the shape of the head and th« 
possession of fins suggest a water 
monster. 
Finally it has a horn 
with a cluster of -feathers. It may 
be a' representation o£ the Horned 
or Plumed Serpent!

pushed their way into an inhospit- 
able land, lured by that same gem 
lust which in centuries to come 
sent men fiom the torrid tropic to 
the frozen arctic. " 


What a strange sight they must 
have presented, these early Phoeni- 
cians, breastplaled and helmetecv 
and toiling heavily under the raya 
of the South African sun, making: 
their way with black men. as guides 
to where they had been told that 
the earth yielded gold 


Theirs, indeed, was an expedition 


beset with death on all sides 
Not 


like the white men of a later age 
did they enter this wilderness For 
they earned no firearms Bringing 
death and restruction to the sav- 
ages from a distance and striking 
them with fear and panic 
Breast 


to breast and face to face they 
must have fought these savages, 
the white man's only advantage 
being his heavy armor and his su- 
perior discipline, backed by his all- 
compelling lust for gold. 
And they overcame not only 


the shafts, 
thev are not visible 


until one Is Quite near, and there 
are eases on record where ele- 
phants 
and wild 
animals have 


tumbled into these holes, and even 
hunters of big game have shared 
this fate 


Just as on the famous Rand, tne 


gold formation here is that of a 
gold reef which comes to the sur- •? 
face at some spots and at other ' 
points dives deep into the earth 
Some of the shafts sunk by these 
ancient adventurers 
who 
came 


from beyond the seas, arc sloping1 
and horizontal, and on all sides the 
marks of the tools used by the 
ancient sold seekers are still vis- 
ible 


Judging from the great number 


of shafts sunk, the 
Pnoemclan 


servants of the Queen of Slieba, 
their Arabian companions, 
ana 


King Solomon's adveatureis muss 
have taken an immense amount of 
gold out of this country before tha 
evil days came on Tyre, Jerusalem, 
and Yemen and the secret of the 
land of Ophir departed with their 
greatness 
For these old-time sea- 


farers were extremely jealous of 
the tieasure they had found-ana 
of the s»o lines opened up by them, 
and they ic^pt the matter a monop- 
oly and a secret. 


Another inteiestlng result of the 


excavations was the discovery that 
the ancient adventurers must have 
been acquainted with the use of 
cement 
For after the removal 


of several feet of earth which cov- 
prd the floor of the temple en- 
closure, there 
appeared a haru, 


even floor, which was found to t>e 
a cement composition, made of 
powdered granite, and hard enough 
to resist the ravages of the ages 
In fact, the composition was much 
more durable than several blocks 
of hewn, granite, composing the 
altar, which was dug up by a 
previous Zimbabwe expedition. 


As a result of these finds, 


scientists have reconstructed 
the 
story of the Zimbabwe rums some- 
what as follows-

Phoenicians, in their tri- 


rer, ^0 °iii.«rl ard rowed down the 
east coast of Africa, or possibly 
as related 
by Herodotus, 
they 


actually circumnavigated the con- 
tinent 
But as these nardy sea- 


farers of the ancient world hao 
settlements on tne j?ei»iari Gull", thc 
theory that they came by way of 


the east coast of Africa, seems the 
most piobable. 


When the Phoenician ships ar- 


rived near the present locatlon^pf 
the Portuguese East African V^et- 
tlement of Beira, they must have 
captured gome East Coast savages, 
and found that these nati\res pos- 
sessed gold oinaments. And this, 
probably, starteo. the first gold rush 
in the historv of the human race! 
Like the California gold seekers, 
who left their vessels in San Fran- 
cisco bay until the harbor housed 
a veritable forest of the masts 01 
deserted sailing vessels, so these 
Phoenician adventurers left ttieir 
triremes rolling on the lazy swell 
of the hot, blue Indian Ocean, and 
made their way where no white 
face had e\er been seen. And, at 
last, after having suffered unbe- 
lievable dangers, heat and thirst.

lines still is, the great hill fortress 
of Zimbabwe. How immense It 
must have looked In olden times as 
the curious eyes of-the prehistoric 
savages beheld it—with its_tortu-« 
ous and well-guarded approaches, 
its immense walls bristling with, 
round towers and monoliths, and 
its tijmple Jecorated with weird- 
looking birds mounted on tall col- 
umns 


It is evident, from a study of 


these ruins, that the Phoenicians, 
like the Mohammedans, carried 
their religion with them.

Credit for the re-discovery of the 


Zimbabwe ruins was given, earlier 
in this article, to a band of Boer 
pioneers. But it should be empha- 
sized that the Boers were only the 
re-discoverers of the ruins In mod- 
ern times after four centries of loss

The honor of act- 


ually finding the colossal walls of 
the ancients and the land of Ophir 
belongs to c!e Barros, a Portuguese 
adventurer and explorer, who with 
matchless bravery set forth from 
Mozambique as long ago >as 1550, 
and who, in his "De Asia," thus 
tells of his discovery: 


"In the midst of, the plains, in 


the kingdom of Bfltan, in the coun- 
try of Toroe, nearer! the oldest gold 
mines, stands a fortress, square, 
admirably built, inside and out, of 
htii\! stor*t-'. 
The blookp cf \\h!AVi 


the walls consist are put together 
without mortar and are of marvel- 
ous size. The walls are twenty-five 
spans in thickness; their height is 
not «n rrm«:id<>raV>lp compared with 
their breadth. 
Over the gate of 


the 
building is an inscription 


which nei'her the Moorish traders 


(the Arabs of the coast) nor others 
learned in inscriptions could read, 
nor does anyone know in which 
characters it is ^written. 
On the 


heights around the edifice stand 
others in like manner built of ma- 
sonry without mortar, among them 
a tower of more than twelve yards 
in height. All those are called by 
the natives Zimbahe—the royal 
residenece or court. When and by 
whom these buildings -were erected 
is unknown to the natives, who 
have no written characters. They 
merely.say they are the work of 
the devil, because they are beyond 
their powers to execute. 
Besides, 


there is to be round no other mason 
work, ancient or modern, in that 
region, seeing that all the • dwell- 
ings of the barbarians are of wood 
and rushes." 
• 


Judging from the earliest ac- 


,counts, compared with the latest 
scientific descriptions, the great 
ruins have suffered little damage 
in the course of the centuries. They 
were* built too well, and the ab- 
sence of mortar in the walls did 
not give a hold to the creepers 
and jungle plants which help to 
disintegrate masonry. Many of the 
wajls are decorated with a "her- 
ringbone" pattern' which effect has 
been obtained by placing the stones 


• in opposite directions. 
Both the 


fortress 
and 
the 
temple 
are 


reached through narrow, long de- 
nies of rock which can be easily 
shut off and defended. • Ths en- 
trance to the fortress is through 
a cleft or gully, with towering 
walls of natural rock'on either side, 
which is-so narrow that only one 
man can pass at a time. 


In the center of the temple are 


two "holy towers" shaped 
like 


"truncated" cones. 
Similar "holy 
tcv'rs" h'tve 'hwr* found in Malta 
and Sardinia, where the Phoeni- 
cians also colonized, so here is one 
more affirmation of the Phoitlcian 
origin and of the Ophir theory.

These dukes and counts and 
barons had sworn to be faithful to the king who had given< them their 
"feuduni"' (hence* our word ''feudal,") in return for their loyal serv- 
ices and a ceitain amount of taxes. But travel Jn those days was 
slow and the means "of communication were exceedingly poor. - The 
royal or imperial administrators therefore enjoyed great independence, 
and within the boundaries of their own provvince they assumed most of 
•*Ti<i rifflifo wliifli in trnfh bPlonfPd TO fhf> kin«r. 


But you would make a mistake if you supposed that the people of* 


the eleventh century objected to this form of government. They sup- 
ported Feudalism because it was a very practical and necessary insti- 
tution. Their Lord and Master usually lived in a big stone house erec- 
ted on the top of a steep rock or built between deep moats, but within 
sight of his subjects. In case of danger the subjects found shelter be- 
hind the walls of the baronial stronghold. That is why they tried to 
live as near the castle as possible and it accounts for the many Euro- 
pean cities which began their career around a feudal fortress 


But the knight of the early middle ages was much more than a pro- 


fessional soldier. He was the civil servant of that day. He was the 
judge of his community and he was the chief of police. He caught 
The highwaymen and protected the wandering pedlars who were the 
merchants of the eleventh century. He looked after the dikes so that 
the countryside should not be flooded (just as the first noblemen had 
done in the valley of the Jfile four thousand years before). He encour- 
aged the Troubadours who wandered from place to place telling .the 
stories of the ancient heroes who had fought in "the great wars of the 
migrations. Be&ides, he protected the churches and the monasteries 
within his territory, and although he could neither read nor write,-(it 
v, n-i considered unmanly to know such things,) he employed a number 
of |» icsts who kept his accounts and who registered the marriages and 
the births and the deaths which occurred within the baronial or ducal 
domains. 


Tn the fifteenth century the kings once more became strong enough 


to exercise those powers which belonged to them because they were 
"anointed of God." Theu the feudal knights lost their former inde- 
pendence 
Reduced to the rank of country squires, they no longer 


filled a need and soon they became a nuisance. But Europe would 
h.ivg perished without,the "feudal system" of the dark ages. 
There 


were many bad knights as there are many bad people today. But gen- 
erally speaking, the rough-fisted barons of the twelfth and thirteenth 
century were hard working administrators who rendered a most use- 
ful service to the cause of progress. During that era the noble torch 
of learning and art which illuminated the world of the Egyptians and . 
the Greeks and the Romans was burning very low. Without the knights 
and their good friends, the monks, civilization would have been extin- 
guished entirely, and the human race would have been forced to begin 
once more where the cave men had left off

rjstem developed, it-gave the world something ^hieh Itoieeded-very 
badly—a definite rule of conduct which softened the barbarous cus- 
toms of that day and made life more livable th^n Jt had been dur- 
ing the five hundred years of the Dark Ages. It was not an easy task 
to civilize the rough frontiersmen who had spent most of their time 
fighting Mohanmedans and Hung • and Norseman. 
Often they were 


guilty of backsliding, and% having vowed all sort^ of oaths about 
mercy and charity in the morning, they would murder all their pris- 
oners before evening. But progress is ever the result of slow and 
ceasetesK labor, and finally the most unscrupulous Knights were forced 
to obey the rules of his "class" or suffer the consequences. 


These rules were different-m the various parts of Europe, but they 


all made much of "service" ^an^ "loyalty to duty" The Middle Ages 
regarded service as something."very noble and beautifxil./ It Tvafl no

not slacken on the job.5" As for loyalty, at a time when life depended 
upon the faithful performance of many unpleasant duties, it was the 
chief virtue of the fighting-man. 


A young knight therefore ".was asked to swear that he would be 


faithful as a servant to God and as a servant to his King. Further- 
more, he promised to be generaus to' those whose need was greater 
than his own. He pledged his -"word that he would be humble in hia 
personal behavior and would never boast of his own accomplishments 
and that he would be a friend of all those who suffered (with the ex- 
ception of the Mohammedans, whom he was expected to kill on sight). 


• Around these vows, which were merely the Ten Commandments ex- 


pressed in terms which the people of the Middle Ages could under- 
stand, there developed "a complicated system of manners-and outward 
behavior. The knights tried to model their own lives after the ex- 
ample of those heroes of Arthur's Round Table and Charlemagne's 
court of whom the Troubadours had told them and of whom yon 
may jead in many delightful,books which are enumerated at_ the 
end of this volume. They hoped that they imght prove as brave as 
Launcelot and as faithful as Roland. They carried themselves with 
dignity and they spoke careful and gracious words that thev might 
be known as True Knights, however humble the cut of their coat 
or the size of their purse 


In this way the order of Knighthood became a school of those good 


manners which are the oil of rthe social machinery. Chivalry came 
to luean com'tcsj and the feudal castle showed the rest of the world 
what clothes to wear, how to eat, how to ask a lady for a dance 
and the thousand and one little things-of every day behavior which 
help to make life_ interesting and agreeable. 


Like all human institutiens, Knighthood was doomed to perish 


as soon as it had outlived its usefulness. 


The crusades, about which one of the next chapters tells, were 


followed by a great revival of trade. Cities grew overnight. 
The 


townspeople became rich, hired good school -teachers and soon were 
the equals of the knights. 
The invention of gun-powder deprived 


the heavily armed "Chevalier" of his former Advantage and the use 
of mercenaries made it impossible to'conduct a battle with the deli- 
cate niceties of a chess tournament. The knight became superfluous. 
Soon he became a ridiculous" figure, 'with his devotion to ideals that 
had no-longer any practical value. It was said that the noble Don 
Quixote de la Mancha had 'been the last of the true knights.

l»ic de^fltj bfa trusted sword and hia armour were sold to pay his debts. 


But somehow .or other that sword seems to have fallen into the

IT is very difficult to understand the people of by-gone agei Your 


own grandfather, wjiom you see every day, is a mysterious being who 
lives in a different world of ideas and clothes and manners. I am

The aveiage man of the Middle Ages lived a very simple and 


uneventful life 
Even if he was a free cit!/en, able to come and go 


at will, he rarely left his own neighborhood. There were no printed 
books and only a few manusuipts. Here and there, a small band 
of industrious monks taught reading and writing and some arith- 
"metic. ,JBut science and history and geography lay buried beneath the 
ruins of Gieece and Borne.

Whate\er people knew about the past they had learned by listening 


to stoiies and legends. Such information, which goes from father 
to son, is often slightly incorrect in details, but it will preserve the 
jufljn facts of history with astonishing accuracy. After more than 


t\vr> thousand years, the mothers of India will frighten their naughty 
children by telling them the ''Iskander will get them," and Iskander 
is none other than Alexander the Great, who visited India in the 
year 330 before the biith of'Chiist, but whose story has lived through 
all these ages 


The people of the early Middle Ages_never saw a textbook of 


Eoman history. 
They -ne-re ignorant of many things which every 


.school boy today knows before- he has entered the third grade" But 
the Eoman Empire, which is merely a-HameJto you, was to them some 
Thing very much alhe. They felt it. They willingly -recognized the „ 
Pope as their spiritual leader because he lived in Borne and repre- 
sented the idea of the Boman super-power. And the/ v^ere profoundly 
grateful when Charlemagne, and afterwards Otto the Great, revived 
the idea of a T\ orld-empire and created the Holy Eoman Empire, 
that the world might .again be as it alwajs had been.

the Pope retaliated and told the Emperor how he~should

domains. Then they told each other to mind their own ..business in 
very unceremonious language and the inevitable-end was war.-' 


Under those circumstances, what were the people to do9 A good 


Christian obeyed both the Pope and his King 
But the Pope and 


the Emperior were enemies. Which side should a dutiful subject 
and an equally dutiful Christian take? 


It was never cnsv to give the correct answer. When the Emperor 


happened to be a roan of-energy and was sufficiently well provided 
\\ith money to organize an army, he was very apt to cross the Alps 
and march on Borne, besiege the Pope in his own palace if need be, 
and force Hi« Holiness to obey the imperial instructions or suffer 
the consequences. 


But more frequently the Pope was the stronger. Then the Em- 


peror or the King together with all his subjects was excommunicated. 
This meant that all churches were closed, that no one could be bap- 
tized, that no dying man could be given absolution—in short, that half 
of tlie functions of mediaeval government came to an end. 


"More than that, the people were absolved from their oath of loyalty 


to their sovereign and were urged to sebel against their master. 
But 


if they followed this advice of tHe distant Pope and were caught, they 
weie banged by their nearby Liege Lord arid that too was very un- 
pleasant

Indeed, 1he poor fellows were in a difficult position and none 


fared worse than those who lived during the latter half of the elev- 
enth "century,-when the Emperor Henry IV of Germany and J>ope 
Gregory VII fought a two round battle which decided nothing and 
upset t e peace of Europe for almost fifty years. 


-In 1he middle of the eleventh century there had been a strong 


movement for reform in the church. The election of the Popes, ftns 
far, had been a most irregular affair. 
It was to the advantage of 


the Holy Boman Emperors to have a well-disposed priest elected to 
the Holy Seer- They frequently came to Eome at the^tiine of election 
and uwd ilieir influence for the benefit of one of their friends. 


In the year 1059 this had been changed. 
By a ueuee of Pope 


Nicholas II the' principal priests and deacons of the churches in and 
around Rome were organized into^tbe .so-called College of Cardinals, 
a'iiO this gathering, of prominent churclimPTf (the word "Cardinal" 
meant principal) was giverf/the exclusive,power~ of electing the fntnre 
^ w * ,.-

name of Hildebrand, tie son of very simple parents in Tuscany, as 
Pope, and he took the name of Gregory VII, 
His energy -was un- 


bounded. JHis belief hi the supreme powers of his Holy Office was 
built upon a gigantic rock of conviction and courage. 
In tie mind 


of Gregory, the Pope was .not only the absolute head of the Christian 
church, but also the highest Court of Appeal in all worldly matters. 
The Pope who had elevated simple German princes to the dignity -of 
Emperor could depose them at will. He could veto any law passed 
by duke or king or emperor, but whosoever should question a papal 
decree, let him beware, for the punishment would be swift and merci- 
less.

The Pope answered with excommunication and a demand that 


the German princes rid themselves of .their un-worthy iuler.

German princes, only too happy to be rid of Hem-y, asked the Pope 
to come to Augsburg "and help them elect a new Emperor 


Gregory left Eome and trav- 


eled, northwaid. Henry, v,~ho was 
no fool, appreciated the danger of 
his position. At a]I costs he must 
make peace with the Pope, and he 
must do it at once. In the midst 
of v inter he crossed the Alps and. 
hastened to Canossa \\here the 
Pope had stopped for a short rest. 
Three long days, from the 25th to 
the 28th of January of the year 
1077, Henry, dressed as a penitent 
pilgrim (but with a warm sweater" 
underneath his monkish garb), 


waited outside the gates of the castle of Canossa 
Then he was al- 


lowed to enter and was pardoned for his sins. But the repentance 
d-'d not last lone. As soon as Henrv had returned to Germanv, he 
behaved exactly as before. Again he was excommunicated. For the. 
second time a council of German bishops deposed Gregoi-y, but this 


' time, when Henry crossed the Alps he was at the head of a large 


army, besieged Borne and forced "Gregory to retire to Salerno, where 
he died in ej <le 
This first violent outbreak decided nothing.

- soon a« Henry was back in Germany, the struggle between Pope aqd 
Emperor was continued. 


The Hohenstaulen family which got hold of the Imperial German * 


Throne shortly afterwards, were even more independent than their 
predecessors. 
Gregory had claimed- that the Popes were superior to 


all krng« because they (the Popes) at the Day of Judgment would be 


- responsible for the behavior of all the sheep of their flock, and in the 
eyes of God, a king was one of that faithful herd. 


Frederick of Hohenstaufen, commonly kno^n as Barbarossa or 


Bed Beard, set up the counter claim that the Empire^ had been be- 
stowed upon his predecessor "by God himself" and as the,Empire in- 
cluded Italy and Eome, he began a campaign w_hich was to add 'these 
"lost provinces" to the northern country. Barbarossa was accident- 
ally drowned in Asia Minor during the second Crusade, but his son 
Frederick II, a Brilliant young man who in his youth had beeoi ex- 
posed to the civilization of the Mohammedans of Sicily, continued the 
war. xThe Popes accused him of heresy. It is true that Frederick 
seems to have felt a deep and serious contempt for the rough Chris- 
tian world of the North, for the boorish German Knights and the 
infriguing Italian priests. But he held his tongue, went on a Crusade 
and took Jerusalem from the infidel and was duly crowned as King 
of the Holy City. Even this act did not placate the Popes. They 
deposed Frederick and gave hif» Italian possessions to Charle? of 
Aujou, the brother of that King Louis of France who became famous 
as Saint Louis. This led to more warfare. Conrad V, the son of 
ConiMd IV and the last of the Hohenstaufens, tried to regain the 
kingdom, and was defeated and decapitated at Naples. But twenty 
years later, the Frencsh \\ho had made themselves thoroughly unpopu- 
lar in Sicily were all murdered during the so called Sicilian Vespers, 
and so it went 


The quarrel between the Popes and the Emperors was never set- 


tled, but after a while the two enemies learned to leave each other alone. 


In the year 1273, Eudolph of Hapsburg was elected Emperor. 


He did not take the trouble to go to Borne to be crowned. Tie Popes 
did not object and in turn thej kept away frcw Germany.

t>i the Atlantic 
(constituting 
the 


earliest improved real estate on 
earth) are situated at Meschers, 
just outside of Royan, France, the 
Atlantic City of the people of Bor- 
deaux.

scarcely a village. But the Bal- 
conies and Prehistoric cave town 
in the cliffs below Meschers are the 
one and all-sufficient curiosity and 
magnet of the summer hoarders 
eeasidmg at Royan.

Balconies been found.

who lived in these same caves 200,- 
000 .years ago made them deliber- 
ately.

(t TT'S a wonderful sensation— 


I this thing of getting away 
•*• from personal contact with 


audiences, then suddenly coming 
again into the mass of spectators 
to view oneself on the screen1." 


It was Guy Bates Post, distin- 


guished American actor, telling- 
impressions of .his San Francisco 
experience during the last week, 
when he viewed the completed

"After many years I became a 


critic of myself.

Imagine 
one who has been press-agented 
liberally and unremittingly, sud- 
denly finding himself in the role 
of spectator 
and critic of his 


own work, as one of the audi- 
ence. 
I got a real thrill oat 


of it! 
"There is a feeling of detach- 


ment in the actual making of 
pictures," he admitted. 
"There 


is, of course, no audience contact, 
no 'feel' of whether one is get- ' 
ting o\er. 
That will always be 


true of the canned drama. Hence 
it is an event in the Rimer's Ufa 
to attend a premiere in a large 
theater. Seeing the film in tha 
studio is disappointing. 
In tha 


projection rooms things are dark, 
and small, and cut-and-dried. 
The studio technique is fresh in 
the mind, the sets can be seen 
behind the projected film. But 


the scenes, particularly when ono 
is working on another picture is 
the meantime, he recovers the 
impression of realism when he 
sees the production in completed 
form.

understand how the oversize tires 
are cnluclated and are unable to 
determine the oversize tire for their 
car. 
To enlighten motorists upon 


this subject the service department 
of the 
Spreckels "Savage" Tire 


Company has issued a bulletin, 
from which the following is an ex- 
cerpt: 


An oversize tire is one in which 


the sectional size is as large as the 
next standard, size tire, but having 
the regular size bead. It is quite 
evident, in the first.place, that the 
bead, diameter 'of an oversize tire 
must be equal to the bead, diame- 
ter of the standard size tire It is to 
replace if the oversize tire is to fit 
on the standard size tire rim. ' 


To determine the oversize' tire 


for any rim y.ou Increase the large 
diameter one inch and the (sectional 
diameter one-half inch. .For in- 
stance: To replace a 34x4% regu- 
lar tire a 35x5 oversize would-be 
required. 
It is readily seen, that 


the 34-inch, or large dlamel^, is 
increased by one inch, ami the 
4%, or sectional diametfc., is in- 
creased by one-half inch. The reg- 
ular tire and its correspondent 
oversize have different diametral 
dimensions, but the same bead 
diameter and are interchangeable 
on the same rim. 


Double oversize tires are figured 


by oversizin? the oversize tires in 


the same manner. 
However, it is 


not usually ^advisable to pluce a 
double oversize tire on the rim, as 
the rim has' been designed to ac- 
commodate certain size beads, and 


are larger than the beads of a 
standard or single oversize tire, not 
in the' bead diameter, but in other 
measurements such.as width, etc., 
which would mean that larger 
beads were placed on the rim than 
it was designed to carry.

Oakland is not 
so lucky. 'The money refunded to 
Alameda county is spent on county 
roads and the city is forced to use 
its own funds, in spite of the fact 
that most of the money collected 
from, license fees in the county 
comes from the city of Oakland.

"The fact remains, however, that 


Oakland must have East Four- 
teenth street and the Foothill bou- 
levard paved permanently in the 
near future.

Yet 
wh3n the owners raise the hood in 
front of my place they find that the 
oil indicator is lower than, usual— 
so they immediately decide that 
they need oil.

Of all the puzzling problems 


concerning life and its continuance 
none is more tantalizing than the 
pioblem of regulation of form 
How are growth activities BO regu- 
lated that a hand appears at the 
end of the arm instead of at the 
end of the leg or on some part 
of the body? Why does each bone 
in the hand ,assume its proper shape 
and eacli muscle make its proper 
attachment and each nerve take its 
proper course and each blood-ves- 
sel take its proper position? Many 
of the greatest Intellects in biolog- 
ical history have sought in vain for 
a fully satisfactory answer. 


At a recent meeting at th« La 


Jolla Biological Station Professor 
S, J. Holmes of the University of 
California, gave at special request, 
a summary of various theories and 
attempts at explanation of the won- 
ders of form regulation. 


One 
of 
the 
most 
ingenious 


theories was that of Weismann, 
who thought that gll individuals 
are merely perishable off shoots 
from a-main stream of living sub- 
stance which goes on forever and 
that each Individual takes with it 
from the mam stream an equip- 
ment of several kinds of little bod- 
ies which range themselves in an 
orderly manner in the new individ- 
ual and then govern his growth 
and activities. 
For instance, ac- 


cording to Weismann s idea, the 
hand would be represented in the 
tiny bit of living substance taken, 
from the main stream by a particle 
much too small to be seen by any 
microscope, but which is composed 
of still smaller particles represent- 
ing each of the bones and muscles 
and other structures of,the hand 
Organization of all of these parti- 
cles was supposed to be so com- 
plete that each -would take its ap- 
propriate subordinate position and 
cause the development of its par- 
ticular part of the hand. 


Twenty-five 
years 
ago _W«ls- 


mann's theories had great influence 
with biologists, but various difficul- 
ties have been tound in the ap- 
plication of this particular sup- 
position 
For one thing it does 


not account 
for 
many strange 


things about regeneration, espe- 
cially in plants and animals where 
it is most easily observed. 
For 


instance, if a leg of a, salamander 
Is cut off another grows in its place 
showing the same structure and 
the same arrangements as the one 
which /was <iost 
But, evidently, if 


a leg be cut off alter ha\ing de- 
veloped under the control of certain 
particles which had moved' Into 
and become resident m it those 
particles cannot, after its- (and 
their) removal control thei new 
growth. Weismann tried to explain 
this by supposing that a few parti- 
cles might be reserved in other 
parts of the body, but such an ex- 
planation has-,not been favorably

kind of animal has moie or less 
tendency, as a whole, to develop 
into and keep a certain- form? and 
that the strength of this tendency 
is just as peculiar to jthe particu- 
lar kind of animal afc is the-'color 
of its skm or the shape v of its 
head. 


This general tendency of living 


things to assume a certain form is 
sometimes compared to the pecu- 
liar tendency to, ci j stal formation 
m various substances. Water crys- 
tals (snow or ice) are just as pe- 
euueir i-o wciteii to tile sliapc o*fth: 
salamander is peculiar to ita k^nd 
So also with the crystals of conx- 
mon salt and of many other'-ma- 
tenals.

State Raises Shade Trees 


Suitable for All Climates 


WOODLAND, Aug. 26.—More 


than 2,000,000 shade trees of every 
variety are being propagated on a 
thirty acre tract between Woodland 
and Tavjs, owned and conducted 
by the State Department of For- 
estry. These trees will be sent out 
next year to all parts of the state 
for planting along laterals and 
units of tho California state high- 
way. 
The first shade trees to be 


planted under this project were on 
the highway between Sacramento 
and Woodland, a distance of 22 
miles. Lombard! poplar and black 


walnut trees were planted under 
the direction of William Gould. 
The trees have been out nearly a 
year and are now assuming good 
proportions. 


Thsre are trees suitable to every 
climate being raised at the 
tree 


farm, the buildings for which were 
constructed by the sate at the re- 
quest of the Forestry and State 
Highway Departments, at a cost of 
$40,000, appropriated by the state. 


The institution is permanent and 


will be kept going even after the 
entire state highway system is 
shaded and planted. Replacements 


will be mad« from tim« to tlm«. 
Trees will be furnished upon re- 
quest of the supervisor* of th« var- 
ious counties, who will be required 
to stand the coat of planting the 
trees, the state to taka over th» 
care and upkeep. 
It cost Yolo 


county less than 12000 to plant .22 
miles of trees. The work was'done 
under the direction of William 
Gould, former county horticultural 
commissioner. 
The shade tree farm wai sug- 
gested three years ago by Fred 
Shatter of the Yolo board ot trade. 
Los Angeles and Fresno counties 
offered free sites for the farm, but 
the Forestry Department 
deter- 


mined that the soil and climate .of 
Yolo county were suitable to the 
purpose for which the farm was es- 
tablished.

iency shown to the criminal element is the' 
opinion of many peace officers, and it is n dis- 
couraging feature of the work of detectives. 
William A. Pinkerton is an advocate of the 
whipping post to supplement imprisonment 
and as a preventive of second offenses. This Is 
what IIP said recently when interviewed on 
the subject by n local official: 
"In my long 


experience I have talked to thousands of crim- 
inals, and T have made it a point to ask nearly 
all of thorn vhci'ior they would have preferred 
the whipping post with thirty 01 forty lashe* 
or their sentences. 
They have been virtually 


unanimous in declaring that they would rather 
spend ten. twenty or thirty years in jail than 
undergo the lash."

Prehistoric Mexico 


v A recent despatch states that a prehistoric 
city has been discovered at the foot of the 
Ixtejccilmatl volcano, surrounded "by a stone 
wall and containing twenty-eight pyramids. 
Pyramid building by prehistoric peoples of Cen- 
tral America seems to have been a common in- 
dustry. A San Franciscan who recently visited 
Mexico was telling me the other day of a 
trip he made t.o the archaeological city of Teou- 
huscan. which is about 28 miles from Mexico 
City, and which contains pyramids little less 
wonderful than those in Egypt. He brought 
away a pamphlet which describes and contains 
illustrations of them, as well as of excavated 
temples, and othe'r ruins. 
Archa3ologists_ are 


unable to determine the antiquity of Teotihau- 
can, but some of the temples and other struc- 
tures that have been unearthed indicates a 
stale of civilization equal to that which pre- 
yailed in Egypt.when ,the famous pyramids 
tfrere were built. 
The most celebrated pyra 


mids at Teotihuacan are those of the^sun^and 
moon. 
The former covers 40,000 square" me- 


ters, and has a height of GO meters. 
The lat- 


ter's base covers 16,000 meters, and has a height 
of 42 .meters. There are many other massive 
and mysterious ruins of structures of the pe- 
riod of whose erection and destruction there 
is no historic ac'count.

to French secret service agents— 
just for simple love of forgery. 


"They fell for the game like a 


brick," he says. "They even warit- 
ed the bunk I handed them 'to be 
'juicier,' so that it would serve their 
purposes better. I felt my vanity 
flattered by prominent persons' and 
government agents applying to me 
for infoimation and I enjoyed it 
immensely whfen I observed the re- 
sult of my work. I had caused a 
tension between governments."

v, ere l.tts of "tcc.ci. personnel" of 
the "militarily organized security 
police," which contained the names 
and residences of no less than 64,000 
persons.

He also offered and was paift for 
"confidential decrees of the minister 
of defense," including mobilizatio'n 
plans and long lists of officers who 
were unofficially registered in secret 
documents of the German army. 


He invented a dramatic 
story 


about the secret organizations of 
German students and their connefc- 
tion with the Erzberger 
murder, 


asserting that all those liable for 
military service, would formTipecial 
units in case of, a new war against 
France. Details were given by him 
about the activity of secret recruit- 
ing offices for the purpose of keep- 
ing leady former officers of the 
Flying Corps and supplying them 
with machines for a surprise attack 
on the French oc-upation army in 
case the Fiench 
should advance 


further into Germany. 


EDITED MANY DOCUMENTS 
But Anspach 
did not content 


himself with givinr information of 
military character, but also edited 
voluminous documents on eco- 
iomlc conditions, as on the German 
export aiid import, where it was 
indicated that the German govern- 
meflt purposely coricealed the iru'th 
about conditiors in .Germany in 
order $o make efficient propaganda 
against the Versailles treaty and 
the reparation demands. 


He fabricated statistics about the 


"alleged 
unemployment in 
Ger- 


many" and supplied t^e real fig- 
ures, asserting- that the government 
only wanted to' evade heavier taxa- 
tion. The Polish government availed 
itself of Anspach's statistics on the 
rolling stqck at the German rail- 


coal mines after the plebiscite in 
Upper Silesia.

frauds is a "confidential talk of 
Bbert, Wirth and Rathenau" prior 
to the conference at Genoa, in 
which it was asserted that 'the 
three statesmen 1 d discussed de- 
tails of a pian to sabotage the work 
of the allies.
